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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1.312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee. 

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Waxier, Aaron on 1/27/05. 

The application has been amended as follows: a) In claim 1 1 , line 1 after 
program insert -embodied in a computer readable medium--. B) Cancel claim 12. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-11 and 13 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the closest prior art 
of Jaspers et al. (US 6,697,110) provides for a method of and a device for interpolating 
a color sample in a signal having alternate colored samples, and to a camera 
comprising such a device (see background of the invention), further teaches a method 
of interpolating a color sample in a signal (RGBin) having alternately colored samples, 
the missing color sample is interpolated in dependence upon neighboring color samples 
( G1 , G2, G3, G4) of the same color (G) as the color sample to be interpolated, and 
differently colored sample (R/B) from the same location as the color sample to be 
interpolated ( see abstract), furthermore provides for converting the R/B signals to zero 
switch box, note that such a zero switch box, for red and blue data only, is also used at 
the input of the R/B processor R/Bproc, resulting in the reconstructed Red and Blue 
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output signals Ro, Bo ( col. 12 lines 44-55). The prior art of Jaspers et al. (US 6,697,1 10) 
failed to teach or suggest ''means for, for each pixel in the zero switched array, 
defining a sub array in the array of pixels where the pixel to be filtered is 
poisoned in a pre-determined position within the sub array; a first array of filter 
coefficients for use in the filtering means when the pixel to be filtered is a pixel 
from the first group of pixels, and a second array of filter coefficients for use in 
the filtering means when the pixel to be filtered is a pixel from the second group 
of pixels, the first and second arrays having the same dimensions as the sub 
array and fulfilling a set of rules comprising the filter coefficient being zero at the 
predetermined position, and when dividing the filter coefficients of the array into 
a number or disjoint groups of diagonal coefficients where said disjoint groups 
are symmetrical around a center coefficient of the array, a filter coefficient exists 
in each group which equals the sum of the remaining filter coefficients in said 
group; and means for calculating a filtered pixel value, said calculation being 
performed by multiplying each coefficient in said first or second array of filter 
coefficients with each correspondingly placed pixel in said sub array from either 
said first or second group of pixels and adding the result of each multiplication to 
obtain a filtered pixel value for each of said sub arrays of pixels.
